Vegetables and milk were 
recommended, also strict control of 
the foods and complete rest in bed, 
bnt with little success in combatting 
this disorder.

Potatoes are en- 
joyed democratically by all ranks 
and levels. They are served in the 
most expensive hclels, the cheapest 
lunch rooms, the wealthiest and the 
poorest homes. ' .about four bus- 
hels a year per person is said to 
be the quantity the average Ameri- 
can eats. 
Yet somebody once 


wrote that potatoes were "despis- 
ed by rich and deemed only proper 
food for the meaner sort of per- 
sons." 


Cultivation, 
* skillful 
cookery, 


^abundant potato crop 
and low 


fcrices have brought 
this staple 


commodity to its present popular- 


ity. 
And science backs up the 


popular taste, putting potatoes high 
in the liat for nutritive value. To 
families on short melons, "use po- 
tatoes daily if you can," is good 
advice. Potatoes are one of the 
cheapest anil most 
filling 
foods, 


and they furnish Important nut- 
rients besides. 


Fortunately this is true both of 


the white or Irish potato, which 
is more abundant in the warmer 
southern areas, where the 
Irish 


potato is the smaller crop. 


To anybody not a botanist or a 


food historian, the Irish potato is 
a most surprising vegetable. 
To 


begin with it is not Irish. It was 
discovered in South America 
by 


the Spaniards who followed Colum- 
bus, and the very word potato is 
of Spanish origin. 
The 
world's 


largest producers of potatoes are 
Russia and Germany. The United 
States, for all it own huge crop, 
is one of the largest importers, and 
we probably hold the world's re- 
cord as consumers. Ireland, how- 
ever, furnishes the common name, 
for there, once this South Ameri- 
can plant was established 
in 


Europe, potatoes 
became almost 


the one food crop. Then, in the 
eighteen-forties, a blight destroy- 
ed the potato crop in Ireland, and 
a terrible famine occurred. It was 
this tragedy, no doubt, that fixed 
the name "Irish potatoes" for gen- 
erations to come. 


The sweetpotato, although 
its 


history and food value are so sim- 
ilar, nas no botanical relationship 
to the Irish potato. 
The swert 


potato is native to tropical Ameri- 
ca, and is said to have been dr-- 
covered by Columbus himself. 
It 


was brought to North America and 
was being cultivated in Virginia

vitamin A. Both retain, when bak- 
ed or boiled in their skins, more 
or' their vitamin content, than do 
most other vegetables, and both 
furnish some food iron and other 
minerals—aH of which become im- 
portant because of the quanity of 
potatoes eaten by-the average per- 
son.

In order to retain the most food 


value, nutritionists, dietitians, and 
doctors recommend "baking dr boil- 
ing or steaming as the best way to 
cook potatoes. Good cooks choose 
there methods for otler reasons cs 
well. 
When it comes to table uses, how- 


ever, the Irish potato and the 
sweetpotato have a different range 
of possibilities. For Irish potatoes 
the range covers soups, main veg- 
etable dishes, and salads; sweet- 
potatoes are usually considered 
suitable only for main vegetable 
dishes and desserts. 


After baked, boiled, or steamed 


potatoes, the good cook thinks of 
masked,

creamed, or scal- 


loped potatoes, potatoes au gratin, 
potatoes on the half shell shep- 
herad's pie, hashed brown, O'Brein, 
or Lyonnoise potatoes.
